Tributary Evils. 


This loss of life and limb in times 


of peace would bo sufficiently. appal- 
ling In Itself were there no tributary 
evils. 
Hut. the situation la rendered 


even more serious by lliu fact that 
only about in por cent, of the Indus- 
trial ancldenta result. In the death of 
the victims, while 85 per cent., or 4-15,- 
000, 
aro doomed to a one-sided battle 


for existence. 


When a man loses a limb or tho ufiO 


of it, Is rendered partially blind by 
•in accident, or In countless ways Is 
incapacitated for Ills regular work, the 
llrst. ureut question confronting him 13 
to fit himself for some other form of 


In our reckless haste to mftk» money 
we forget that in so doing, the un- 
natural wear and tear of industry, and 
the fierce struggle for existence 
arts 


producing an increasing host of de- 
pendent citizens, who have been worn 
out as a part of a machlno and are 
thon thrown on the industrial scrap j 
heap. 
i 
The hours of labor are being slight- | 


ly reduced and 
wages 
slightly 
in- j 


creased, but the wear and tear on j 
man and machine has 
been 
nearly 


doubled. 


Many men. each one a unit of labor, 


valuable to the employer and to so- 
ciety, drop out crippled by accident or 
with their health undermined. Unless 
the employes arc speedily able to re- 
adjust themselves in gainful occupa- 
tions, they become 
public charges. 


Each man added to the list of tba 
state's dependents makes an added 
burden of taxes on the wealth produc- 
ing citizens. 


The employer, who is the exponent 


of tho industrial system Is account- 
able for this waste of productive pow- 
er, though not the originator of It, Is 
himself one of the first victims to feel 
'the extra burden of taxation. 
Doubt- 


less he is also appealed to, and Bub- 
scribes liberally for private charitable 
schemes, which are themselves large- 
ly necessary evils. Hence the waste- 
ful system or industry, In which the 
waste of labor Is lost sight of In the 
mad attempt to save cost of produc-

labor. What are his chances to regain 
a foothold? 


Some, few corporations retain on tho 


payroll those employes who may have 
been Injured in their service, but the 
number of such Is small. 
A-few pro- 


vide pensions, and even fewer have 
Instituted some form of benefit 
that 


will be a real help In case of disable- 
ment. 


But tho great mass of Injured per- 


sons must readjust themselves as best 
they can. 


Prejudiced Employers. 


The chief reason why they fail to do 


this and start on the 
long 
tortuous 


road to semi-pauperism and finally the 
almahouso Is the open prejudice of 
employers against hiring a cripple, or 
a failure on their part to recognize 
tho fact that he still 
possesses an 


.economic value, as ho usually does. 
This remorseless 
prejudice 
against 


which many an honest and capable 
man has been forced to contend has 
driven valuable material to the waste 
heap of humanity, if not to 
a 
self- 


made grave. 


There are many positions filled by 


boys and girls who should be In school 
which could be better filled by older 
men and women unable to command 
higher wages because of physical dis- 
ability. 
To supplant the Incumbents 


ot such positions would bo to ralso 
the standards of education and of liv- 
ing, for If the children were .not avail- 
able their disabled seniors would take 
their places at a higher rate of. wages 
though at less than current standards. 


This would do much to remove the 


al.lgma of a present national disgrace 
by which 1.267,:i2-l boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years arc 
allowed to dwarf their young lives in 
our shops, factories and mills. 
The 


handicapped man would supplant chil- 
dren only where a distinct economic 


tion, reacts on itself; and the hard- 
pressed employer becomes a victim to 
the very system that Is slowly but cer- 
tainly adding to tho cost 
of 
main- 


tenance and production by increasing 
the value of labor, -which he has tried 
to maintain, if not to cheapen. 


Remedy Pointed Out. 


Where is the remedy? If the pres- 


ent industrial system cannot be abol- 
ished, it may be controlled. 
If .tho 


wear and tear must continue, It may 
proceed with less friction and waste. 
Legislation on this point is becoming 
more stringent, and elnployers them- 
selves are aiding in the effort to avoid 
needless loss of life and limb. 


This problem can be solved only by 


sorting out the injured and readjust- 
ing them to other forms o£ labor. As 
'employers more fully appreciate the 
great financial loss of life 
and Jimb, 


as they now so carefully guard 
the 


waste of raw material and so assidu- 
ously convert by-products into profit, 
the half million now annually forced 
Into idleness and nonproductlvity will 
be reestablished on a self-supporting 
basis. 


Centuries Paralleled. 


In* former times vassals, serfs and 


slaves gave up thoir lives blindly to 
their feudal chiefs; fighting their bat- 
tles, tilling their soil, selling their own 
birth rights for a pot 
of miserable 


porridge. 


As the fourteenth century vassal 


sold his service and life for food and 
shelter so the twentieth century ar- 
tisan sells his labor and life for money 
with which to buy the-necessaries of 
life. It' his wages are greater than his 
living expenses and he is fortunate 
enough to escape bodily harm, he may, 
under extremely favorable conditions, 
be able to provide for an independent 
old age. But if shiftlns economic con-

CROPS. 


It Easily Constructed and 
Provides 


Ample Support for Plants. 


After using bean poles, slat frames, 


and wooden trellises of one kind or 
another for years; until the supply of 
poles was exhausted and prices for 
wooden frames became prohibitive, I 
began 
using' a combined wire and 


Etring trellis, such as is shown by the 
drawing, says a writer in 
Farming. 


This arrangement serves equally a» 
well for either beans torjatoes. peas, 
cucumbers 
(under glass), or 
other 


climbing plants, being especially de- 
sirable for sweet peas, nasturtiums, 
fancy gourds, etc. 
It is desirable, too, 


because all of the material used in 
Its construction, with the exception 
of thp string, may be used year after 
vear. 
Those who have never trellised up 


their tomatoes, either for home use or 
for a select market supply, do not 
realize what a very considerable gain 
in yield and quality is secured by this 
method. 1 do not hesitate to say 
that under ordinary conditions I have 
been able to more than double the 
yield, and in some cases triple 
the 


marketable product, over the bush 
method, to say nothing of the in- 
crease fh quality, which invariably se- 
cures for the grower the top of the 
market, it bring possible to secure an 
earlier and more oven ripening and 
greater uniformity in 
the 
size of 


tho fruit; all of which are desirable 
factors In gardening for profit. 
In 


tying up. many of the bloomless lat- 
erals may be cut out, giving the main 
vino more strength and allowing the 
sun readier access to the fruit to hast- 
en ripening. Trellised fruit is always 
bright and clean, and almost exempt 
from blight and rot. In planting to- 
matoes for trclllslug tho plants are 
set at less than half the Alstance usual 
when grown in tho ordinary way. 


This trellis may be made to cover 


almost any length of row; the longer 
the "run" the stronger the end posts 
and the "dead-man" or guy post will 
need to be. The end posts should be 
solid and about nine feet long, so they 
may be set two and a half or three

Combined Wire and String Trellis. 
feet In the ground, or even deeper, 
depending on length of row, with at 
least six feet 
above 
ground—this 


height applies especially to the tall 
growing lima ar,.d string beans. It Is 
best to sharpen and drive the post, 
but If set in hole tamp firmly, and 
plant a dead-man eight or ten feet 
from post in line of row. 
This may 


be a large stone or chunk of wood, 
buried deep enough to 
hold 
the 


strain. The dead-man and top post 
are .connected by two doubled strands 
of heavy wire, that may be 'twisted 
with a stick In the ccntter totake up 
any slack remaining after wires are 
stretched and remedy any sag from 
strain after vines grow heavy. 


Stretch tho bottom wires first, ten 


to 14 inches from the ground, and se- 
curely fasten. 
Next stretch the top 


wire flve and a half to six feet from 
ground, taking extra care to have it 
as taut as it can be made. 
Drive 


stakes or strips one by two inches 
firmly in the ground along the line 
of wire every twenty to thirty 
feet 


and staple both top and bottom wires 
to them. These serve to support the 
weight of crop and hold the 
trellis 


against winds. 


Just before the vines are ready for 


the first tying put on the string, or 
trellis proper. 
I prefer some 
soft 


string, such as wool twine, which af- 
fords the tendril of the plant a firm 
hold beside being cheap. The distance 
that these strings are spaced apart at 
top and bottom will depend on the 
crop to be trellised; ten to twelve 
Inches for beans, when plated 
in 


drills and IS to 20 inches for toma- 
toes, for which a heavier twine should 
be used. In passing over the wire 
the twine must be knotted to make it 
cling to one place, else the first gust 
of wind will blow it Into bunches and 
so make it worthless. The knot that 
I use is simple, after one gets the 
."hang" of 'the twist. Pass the twine 
up over the wire, carry the ball over 
the opposite side and down, then up 
and over both the wire and the string 
just laid over, then down and through 
the loop left large enough for the pur- 
pose and draw taut, when yiu will 
have a simple crossed knot on top, 
not under the wire, that will depend 
for its security on the tautness of the 
string. The same sort of knot is 
made at bottom, except that the move- 
ment is reversed. 
Since I have had 


considerable trouble caused by the 
slipping of the string as a result of 
careless workmen, I 
suggest 
that 


enough pains be taken with this part 
of the work to insure the permanency 
nf the twine when once placed. If you 
will try one of these easily made trel- 
lises you will find that the satisfac- 
tion and case with which you are able 
to gather the crop will more than pay 
for the trouble and slight expense in 
putting it up. 


Care in Feeding. 


If the hogs are in a dry pen, start 


in by feeding them 'a mtle 
green 


clover at once. As soon as the corn 
is hip high, give them a little of it to 
eat. 
It may not add a single ounce of 


flesh to their carcasses, but it will 
accustom them to eating it so they 
can be fed a. great deal of green corn 
when it becomes large enough. The 
one great mistake in feeding green 
corn is that the change from dry feed 
to it is made too quickly. By start- 
Ing in gradually now with corn and 
green clover, this rapid change can be 
avoided.

Whether the heads of apple trees 


should be compact or sparsely formed 
depends to some extent on tho local- 
ity in which the trees are grown.

necessary for the trees to catch as 
much sunshine ns possible, for tho 
ripening of the fruit and especially for 
its coloring.

in the eastern part of the United 
States it pays to keep tho heads of 
apple trees fairly well thinned out. 


As wo go west toward tho Koclty 


mountains the conditions • change In 
favor of the dense and compact heads. 
The sun shines eternally during tho 
day time in several of the states wei-t 
of the Missouri. 
The hem injures 


the fruit where it pours upon It unob- 
structed, and the sunlight Is so abund- 
ant that It colors up the fruit with 
little or no trimming of the limbs. 


The question of high ami low bonds 


is generally settled in favor of low 
heads, 
especially 
in 
tho 
western 


states where the wind blows with 
great force. 
Tho low heads protect 


the fruit from being switched off and 
where the trees nro close together Un- 
wind that blows upon an orchard is 
deflected upward by tho thick, low 
heads, while if the heads are high It 
passes under the trees and throuch 
them to a great extent. This greatly 
increases tho danger of tho trees be- 
ing brolcen by the wind.

sentiment was in favor of high headed 
trees, nays Farmers' Review. 
Tho 


farmers wanted enough room undo! 
the trees so they could plow abou' 
them and drive about them easily 
with the farm team and with tho, farm 
implements. For several generations, 
therefore, the farmers planted their 
trees so they could use the ground for 
gardening. 
Those that remember >;ho 


old New England orchards remember 
the tall-trunked trees, some of them 
so long that a good sized ladder was 
required 
to reach 
the first limbs. 


There was no danger of tho horses 
hitting their heads when they plowed 
about them. 


But few of those orchards arc seen 


now. They passed away with the coin- 
ing of a more intensive agriculture. 
Science pronounced them too expen- 
sive in the way of time required for 
harvesting their fruit. 
The High-Top 


Sweeting that bore apples at a lonK 
distance from the ground no longer 
has to bo climbed and shaken to get 
the fruit. 
It is no more, but in its 


place stands a tree with head close to 
the ground and with a trunk DO short 
that there is not room enough be- 
tween it and the ground to do any 
climbing. 


The modern mathematician has fig- 


ured out that the low-headed tree 
costs far less to care for and gives as 
good general results, though its fruit 
may not be so highly colored. 
It is 


easy to trim, for the trimmer can 
reach about all the llrabs from the 
ground. It is easy to spray, and less 
spraying material is thrown 
away 


than In the case of the taller tree. It 
costs little to gather its fruit, and tha 
fruit is less bruised when gathered.

Over Half a Million Men and Women 


Annually Are Killed or Injured in 
the United States While Engaged 


Productive Labor---Enormous 
in 
Sum Needed to Support Those In- 
capacitated. 


A Familiar Peril In Building 
Opera- 


tions. 


f«'ew York —More than 500.000 men 


and women are injured or killed in 
the industries annually In the United 
States, or one person every minute. 


This Industrial cainage costs 
the 


people of Ihe country, directly and in- 
directiv. over two and a half billions 
of dullars—a sum larger than the 
national debt 


Such are the death tolls of indus- 


trial progress, which shows such a 
smiling face to those whose occupa- 
tions involve no danger, but turns a 
ghastly countenance cin those who 
•work in pci II of their lives 


Whoever doubts these figures need 


only read the grim statistics to be 
convinced that modern industry 
is 


more fateful than war. 


In the Japanese-Russian war a total 


>t S33.TS6 men were killed and wotind- 
»d on both sides, not counting the 
ossef in naval battles. 


In the same period In the United 


States alone 'he great army of Amerl- 
;an laborers engaged In manufactur- 
ng and building operations suffered a 
oss of 125.000 killed and injured; 92,- 


more lives were sacrificed to in- 


luslrial progress In one year than dur- 
ag the greatest conflict of recent 
imes. 


Statistics of the 
interstate 
com- 


-aerce commission show that 84.115 
people were injured and 10,048 killed 
in the railroads during rhe year end- 
ng June 30. 1904. Sufficient data has 
>een jccumulated 
by 
the 
United 


States government 
and 
other 
re- 


sponsible authorities to show that at 
least .',100 men are annuallj killed or 
Injured In anthracite mining alone, 
and I2."..0()0 in factoiy and building op- 
erations, making tbu giiind total ap- 
proximately 523,000. 


Total Death Roll Greater.

If the exact nnmbei of aci Idents was 
known this total would bo greatly in- 
creased. 


In converting facts Into figures Mr.

against tholr handicaps. 
Estimating 


that at least 50 per cent, or 222,000 of 
these are able to earn $225 each an- 
nually, which is 50 per cent, of the 
annual average earnings 
of 
able- 


bodied artisans, wo have a total of 
{43,950,000. This Is tho loss In earn- 
ing power. 


Safely assuming that these persons 


would create twice as much wealth as 
they earn we would have a loss in 
protUictlon of 
approximately 
$100,- 


000.000 annually. 


But (his Is only half tho truth. If 


tlicie 222,000 wage earners aro not re- 
established they must sooner or later 
bo supported by tho state 
It Is also 


evident that the other 222,000 who are 
totally disabled will also become 
a 


buulen on the taxpayers. 


Poor relief statistics show Ibat It 


costs $10,000 to support a pauper dur- 
ing his natuial life time 
To be con- 


servative again, let us cstimale this 
cost at $G,000, to make allowance for 
Ihosc who may bo supported by rela- 
lives and friends, or who may become 
partially self supporting. Since under 
our present system the partially dis- 
abled are not reestablished, tho total 
number, minus a small 
pcicentnge, 


must be supported nt public expense. 
To do this costs approximately two 
and one-half billion dollars. In other 
words, wo contract each year to meet 
a debt of two and a half billion dol- 
lars within tho lifetime of the persons 
thus Injured. 


Figures That Stagger. 


These .are staggering figures, but 


they are only n forecast of what we 
may expect If this wasteful destruc- 
tion of lite and limb continues. 


In New York state, according to the 


estimate of tho state labor commis- 
sioner In 1906, 41 workers in every 
1,000 are Incapacitated In the course 
of the year's work. That means, for 
Instance, that at least 40,000 purely in- 
dustrial accidents occur in New York 
city alone every year. 
The latlo ot 


Injured and uninjured Is not as high 
in some other paits of the country, or 
the total number of, accidents in the 
United States would be over 800,000 
annually. 


In one section of New Yoik city, 


the Borough of Manhattan, there were 
last year 2,160 deaths by violence; as- 
tonishing as it may seem nearly one- 
third of theso deaths, or 681, were 
caused by falls, explosions, caving In 
of earth, prematu.ro blasts and falling 
rock. The river tunnels were con- 
structed at the cost of 68 lives. 43 In 
the Pennsylvania terminal works, 20 
In the Belmont tunnel, two In the sub- 
way borings and three in the Hudson 
companies' terminal. 


In the huge, smoky workshop called 


Pittsburg, one human life Is sacrificed 
for every 50,000 tons of coal that are 
shipped out ot the 
city. For 
each 


7.GOO tons of steel products one ot the 
manipulators, somewhere in the pro 
cess of manufacture, lays down his 
life; and for each 70,000 tons of steel 
rails another laborer makes the last 
sacrifice. 


Of the 
2,060 deaths 
reported in 


Pittsbuig in 1906, 919 were due to ac- 
cidents in mills, mines nnd on rail- 
roads. The number of accidents was 
not computed, but It was undoubtedly 
In the thousands. 


Causes of Fatalities. 


How does it all happen, you a-sk? If 


a huge ladle of white hot steel is up- 
set, the molten stream burns nllve its 
writhing victim. It may be that a 
man or woman Is whirled to a horrible 
death In mill machinery; or a miner 
is blown to eternity In an explosion 
of damp In a mine. 


Publicity is given to accidents on 


railroads, but little Is heard of the 
thousands annually killed and maimed 
In manufacturing and building and In 


Fnmc of the more obscure trades. 
It 


has been shown that 125,000 are an- 
nually dibabled In factories and con- 
struction work 
Bin 
we 
have no 


means of knowing how many are In- 
dustrially displaced by Inhaling 
the 


poisonous fiimei in working over bat- 
teries, 01 the large numbers that are 
afflicted with mercurial poisoning and 
oilier ailments in the 
hat Industry 


and allied trades. 
Neither 
do 
we 


know how many succumb to painters' 
colic, or blood poison by working with 
brass and copper. 


The victims of tuberculosis among 


sweatshop ivorkeis, grain trimmers, 
longshoremen, coal hands and others 
are. shown to be numerous by the 
hoaid of health reports, but the exact 
numbers have never been gathered 
into statistical form. 


Tributary Evils. 


This loss of life and limb in times 


of peace would be sumclently appal- 
ling In Itself wore there no tributary 
evils. 
Uut the sltualion IB rendered 


oven more serious by the fact that 
only about 15 per cent of the Indus- 
trial accidents result In the death of 
the victims, while 85 per cent., or 445.- 
000, aio doomed to a onesided battle 
for existence. 


When a man loses a limb or the use 


It, la rendered paitlally blind by 


an accident, or In countless wajs Is 
Incapacitated for lilb regular work, the 
first great question confronting him is 
to fit himself for some other form of 


In our reckless haste to mak* money 
we forget th.it in so doing, the un- 
natural wear and tear of Industry-, and 
the fierce struggle for existence aro 
producing an increasing host of de- 
pendent citizens, who have been worn 
out as a part of a machine and are 
then tin own on the industrial scrap 
heap. 


The hours of labor aro being slight- 


ly reduced and 
wages 
slightly In- 


creased, but the wear and tear on 
man and machine has been nearly 
doubled. 


Many men, each one a unit of labor, 


valuable to the employer and to so- 
ciety, drop out crippled by accident or 
with their health undermined. Unless 
the employes are speedily able to re- 
adjust themselves in gainful occupa- 
tions, they become public charges. 
Each man added to the list of tba 
state's dependents makes an added 
burden of taxes on the wealth produc- 
ing citizens 


The employer, who Is the exponent 


of the industrial system Is account- 
able for this waste of productive pow- 
er, though not the originator of it, is 
himself one of the first victims to feel 
'the extra burden of taxation 
Doubt- 


less he Is alho appealed to, and sub- 
scribes liberally for private charitable 
schemes, which are themselves large- 
ly necessary evils. Hence the waste- 
ful system of industry, In which the 
waste ot labor is lost sight of In the 
mad attempt to save cost of produc-

Ii Easily Constructed and Provides 


Ample Support for Plants. 


After using bean poles, slat frames, 


and wooden trellises of one kind or 
another for years; until the supply ot 
poles was exhausted and prices for 
wooden frames became prohibitive, 1 
began using a combined wire and 
string trellis, such as Is shown by the 
drawing, says a writer In Farming. 
This arrangement serves equally a» 
well for either beans tomatoes, peas, 
cucumbers (under glass), or 
other 


climbing plants, being especially de- 
sirable for sweet peas, nnstiiitiums, 
fancy gourds, etc. It Is desirable, too, 
because all ot the material used In 
its construction, with the exception 
of thp string, may bo used year after 
year. 


Those who have never trelllsed up 


their tomatoes, either for home use or 
for a select niaiket supply, do not 
reali/.e what a very considerable gain 
in yield and quality IK secured by this 
method. I do not hesitate to say 
that under oullnnry conditions I have 
been able to more than double the 
yield, and in some cases triple 
the 


maiketable product, over the bus.li 


J method, to sav nothing of the 
in- 


] crease m quality, which Invariably se- 


cures for the giower the top o[ the 
market, it being possible to secure an 
earlier and moiu even ripening and 
greater unlfoimity in 
tho 
size of 


tho f r u i t , all of which aio dcsiiable 
factors in gardening for pioflt. 
In 


tying up, many of the bloomless lat- 
erals may be cut out, giving the main 
vino more strenglh and allowing the 
sun icadler access to the fruit to hast- 
en ripening. Trellised fruit Is always 
bright nnd clean, and almost exempt 
from blight and rot. In planting to- 
matoes for trelllsing the plants are 
set at less than half the distance usual 
when grown in tho oidlnary way. 


This trellis may be made to cover 


almost any length of low; the longer 
the "run" the stronger the end posts 
and Ihe "dead-man" or guy post will 
need to be. The end posts should be 
solid and about nine feet long, so they 
may be set two nnd a half or three

labor. What aio his chances to regain 
a foothold? 


Some luw corporations retain on the 


pa>roll those employes who may have 
been injured in their service, but tho 
number of such is small. A few pro- 
vide pensions, nnd even fewer have 
Instituted some form of benefit that 
will be a real help in case of disable- 
ment. 


But the great mass of Injured per- 


sons must readjust themselves as beat 
they can. 


Prejudiced Employers. 


The chief reason why they fall to do 


this and start on the long tortuous 
road to semi-pauperism and finally the 
almshotiso Is the open prejudice of 
employers against hiring a cripple, or 
a failure on their part to recognize 
the fact that he still possesses an 
.economic value, as he usually does. 
This remorseless 
prejudice against 


which many nn honest nnd capable 
man has been forced to contend has 
driven valuable material to the waste 
heap of humanity, if not to a 
self- 


made grave. 


There are many positions filled by 


boys and girls who should be In school 
which could be better filled by older 
men. and women unable to command 
higher wages because of physical dis- 
ability. To supplant the incumbents 
of such positions would bo {o raise 
the standards of education and of liv- 
ing, for if the children were not avail- 
able their disabled seniors would take 
their places at a higher rate of wages 
though at less than current standards. 


This would do much to remove the 


stigma of a present national disgrace 
by which 1,267,324 boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years arc 
allowed to dwarf their young lives in 
our shops, factories nnd mills. The 
handicapped man would supplant chil- 
dren only where a distinct economic 


tlon, reacts on itself; and the hard- 
pressed employer becomes a victim to 
the very system that Is slowly but cer- 
tainly adding to tho cost 
of main- 


tenance and production by increasing 
the value ot labor, which ho has tiled 
to maintain, If not to cheapen. 


Remedy Pointed Out. 


Where Is the remedy? If the pres- 


ent industrial system cannot be abol- 
ished, it may be controlled. 
If .the 


wear and tear must continue, It may 
proceed with less friction and waste. 
Legislation on this point is becoming 
more stringent, and e-mployers them- 
selves are aiding in the effort to avoid 
needless loss of life and limb. 


This problem can be solved only by 


sorting out the injured and readjust- 
ing them to other forms of labor. As 
employers more fully appreciate the 
great financial loss of life and Jimb, 
as they now so carefully guard 
the 


waste of raw material and so assidu- 
ously convert by-products into profit, 
the half million now annually forced 
into Idleness and nonproductlvity will 
be reestablished on a selt'-suppotltng 
basis. 


Centuries Paralleled. 


In former times vassals, serfs and 


slaves gave up their lives blindly to 
their feudal chiefs; fighting their bat- 
tles, tilling their soil, selling their own 
birth rights for a pot of 
miserable 


porridge. 


As the fourteenth centuiy vassal 


sold his service and life for food and 
shelter so the twentieth century ar- 
tisan sells his labor and life for money 
with which to buy the necessaries of 
life. If his wages are greater than his 
living expenses and he Is fortunate 
enough to escape bodily harm, he may, 
undor extremely favorable conditions, 
be able to provide for an independent 
old age. But it shifting economic con-

aid educational advantage is to be 
gained. He is fully competent to com- 


I pete with the able bodied for many 
positions. It is not favoritism that he 
needs or asks; only an opportunity to 
demonstrate his fitness. The trouble 
! is, he is rarely given that opportunity.

feet in the ground, or even deeper, 
depending on length of row, with at 
least six feet 
above 
ground—this 


height applies especially to the tall 
growing lima and string beans. It is 
best to sharpen and drive the post, 
btit if set in hole tamp flrmly, and 
plant a dead-man eight or ten feet 
from post in line of row. This may 
be a large stone or chunk of wood, 
buried deep enough to 
hold 
the 


strain. The dead-man and top post 
are connected by two- doubled strands 
of heavy wire, that may be twisted 
with a stick in the centter totake up 
any slack remaining after wires are 
stretched and remedy any sag from 
strain after vines grow heavy. 


Stretch tho bottom wires Hrst, ten 


to 14 Inches from the ground, and se- 
curely fasten. Next stretch the top 
wire five and a half to six feet from 
ground, taking extra care to have It 
as taut as It can be made. 
Drive 


stakes or strips one by two inches 
firmly In the ground along the line 
of wire every twenty to thirty 
feet 


and staple both top and bottom wires 
to them. These serve to support the 
weight ot crop and hold the 
trellis 


against winds. 


Just before the vines are ready for 


the first tying put on the string, or 
trellis proper. I piefer some 
soft 


string, such as wool twine, which af- 
fords the tendril of the plant a firm 
hold beside being cheap. The distance 
that these strings are spaced apart at 
top and bottom will depend on the 
crop to be trellised; ten to twelve 
Inches for beans, when plated 
in 


drills and 18 to 20 inches for toma- 
toes, for which a heavier twine should 
be used. In passing over the wire 
the twine must be knotted to make it 
cling to one place, else the first gust 
of wind will blow It Into bunches and 
so make it worthless. 
The knot that 


I use is bimple, after one gets the 
"hang" of the twist. Pass the twine 
up over the wire, carry the ball over 
the opposite side and down, then up 
and over both the wire and the string 
just laid over, then down and through 
the loop left laige enough for the pur- 
pose and draw tanU when ylu will 
have a simple crossed knot on top, 
not under the wire, that will depend 
for Its security _ on the tautness of the 
string. The same sort of knot is 
made at bottom, except that the move- 
ment is reversed. 
Since I have had 


considerable trouble caused by the 
slipping of the string as a result of 
careless workmen, I 
suggest 
that 


enough pains be taken with this part 
of the work to insure the permanency 
of the twine when once placed. If you 
will try one of these easily made trel 
Uses you will find that the satisfac- 
tion and ease with which you are able 
to gather the crop will more than pay 
for the trouble and slight expense In 
putting it up. 


Care in Feeding. 


If the hogs are in a dry pen, start 


in by feeding them 'a IHtle 
green 


clover at once. As soon as the corn 
is hip high, give them a little of it to 
eat. It may not add a single ounce of 
flesh to their 'carcasses, but it wii; 
accustom them to eating it so they 
can be fed a great deal of green corn 
when it becomes large enough. The 
one great mistake in feeding green 
corn is that the change from dry feed 
to it is made too quickly. By start- 
ing in gradually now witli 'corn and 
green clover, this rapid change can be 
avoided.

Aa we go west toward the Rocky 


mountains the conditions; change in 
favor ot the dense and compact heads. 
The sun shines eternally dmlng tho 
day tune in several of tho states wcbt 
of the Missouri. Tho heat Injures 
the fruit whore It pours upon It unob- 
structed, and the sunlight Is so abund- 
ant that It colors up Iho fruit with 
little or no trimming of the limbs. 


The question of high and low heads

great force. 
The low heads protect 


the dull from being switched off and 
where the trees are close together the j 
wind that blows upon an orchard Is 
deflected upward by the thick, low 
heads, while if the heads are high It 
passeb under the Irees nnd through 
them lo a great e-ctont. This greatly 
Increases tho danger of the trees bo- 
Ing broken by tho wind.

trees, says Farmers' Review.

farmers wanted enough room undci 
the tiees so they could plow abou1 


them and drive about thorn casllj 
with the farm team and with the farm 
implements. For several generations, 
therefore, the farmers planted their

Those that remember <iha 


old New England oichards remember 
the tall-trunked trees, some of them 
so long that a good blzod ladder was 
required to reach 
the 
flint limbs. 


There was no danger of tho horses 
hilling their heads when they plowed 
about them. 


Hut few of those orchards aro seen 


now They passed away with Iho com- 
ing of a more Intensive agriculture.

Sweeting that bore apples at a long 
distance from the ground no longer 
has to be climbed and shaken to get 
the fruit 
It is no more, but in Ha 


place stands a tree wllh head close lo 
Ihe giouud and wilh a trunk oo short 
that theie Is not room enough be- 
tween It and the ground to do any 
climbing.

Tho modern mathematician has fig- 


ured out that the low-headed tree 
costs far less to care for and gives as 
good general results, though its fruit 
may not bo so highly colored. It is 
easy to trim, for the trimmer can 
reach about all the limbs from the 
giound. It is easy to spray, and less 
spraying material is thrown away 
than In the case of the taller-tree, it 
costs little to gather its fruit, and tho 
fiult is less bruised when gatheied.

Hape for Forage. 


English farmers have for, genera- 


tions made extensive use of Dwarf 
Essex forage rape as a stock 
food. 


This may be described as a rutabaga 
run to head. The seed Is sown broad- 
cast, from April to July, or sown in 
drills, like rutabaga turnips, and cul- 
tivated, without thinning. 
The large, 


numerous, succulent leaves are gen- 
erally appreciated by sheep most of 
all, then by swine, and cattle. Rape 
Is fed off by turning stock directly 
into the field, so there is no expense 
for harvesting. 
As Indicated above, 


it may be sown any time from early 
spring until midsummer, and

nishes food from about eight weeks 
after sowing, until it is consumed.

The Missionary with a Gun. 


In many of the villages 
through 


which we passed, churches are estab- 
lished; and occasionally we stopped 
to speak to some 
native Christian. 


Tho "Moksa," or missionary, Is a per- 
son of distinction, and his passage an 
event. Of course, all speech is in 
Koican: there is no such widespread 
knowledge of English as in Japan. 


As we traversed the country-side 


the absence of the shrines and idols 
that mark every Japanese highway 
was noticeable 
Now and then wo 


saw a neglected booth, erected for the 
propitiation of some evil spirit, 
pass in the mountains we came to ; 
tree with stones heaped around it; it 
supposedly embodied an evil 
spirit 


and every' traveler casts a stone at It 
The hillbldes are covered with grave 
tnoundb, regarded as sacred, and be 
fore some of these aro tablets, now 
find then sculptured crudely into hu- 
man form. Broadly speaking, how- 
ever, Korea may be regarded as a 
country without a religion. 


The 
country 
itself is beautiful, 


largely mountainous, but With fertile 
valleys. Theie are many wild fowl, 
geese, ducks and pheasants, and it Is 
quite usual for the itinerant mission- 
ary to carry a gun to provide the 
meat for his meals. In the interior 
the missionary occasionally bags a 
deer or a wild boar; and there is al- 
ways the possibility of meeting a 
tiger. Some missionaries, who are 
hundred miles from a beefsteak, eat 
pheasant three times a day because 
they cannot afford bacon or ham. 


From Fifth Avenue to Korea. 


After a 15-mile tramp, we reached 


at dusk the village which, was our 
destination. 
The welcome that was 


given to the missionary was really 
beautiful to behold. 
Old men 
anc 


young, with little children in their 
train, came forward 
with, 
beaming 


facesjand with the ancient salutation 
of "Peace." They caught the mission 
ary's hands, squeezed his arm or af 


r;ectlonately 
patted 
his 
shoulders 


Yet they had never seen this partlcu 
lar "Moksa," or "shepherd," before 
The field is that of Rev. Dr. H. B. Tin 
derwood. one of the missionary vet 
•erans of Korea, but he is absent on a 
furlough, and his duties have fallen 
to Rev. Earnest F. Hall, a young man 
who was for several years asslstan 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue Presbj 
terian church, New York city. Mr 
Hall Is still supported 
by the Fift: 


Avenue church as its representativ 
in Korea. 
Many times during the 


days we were together I wondered 
how often he thinks of the contrast 
between Fifth Avenue congregations 
and these Korean villagers, who, in 


sm and a seclusion which earned for 


the title of "The Hermit Nation " 


The settlement compilses 38 houses 
md of these 25 are Christian. 


Piactlcally the entlie village turned 


out for the evening service, most of 
hem carrying Bibles and hymn books 
Tho singing was led by the mission- 
ary, there being no organ. The con- 
gregation is dependent upon his visits 
'or new tunes, though they retain' Jvlth 
surprising correctness the one_s for- 
merly learned. Mr. Hall also taught 
the people, by having them repeat the 
words after him, the first question and 
answer of the Westminster 
Shorter 


Catechism, which has lately been ren- 
dered into Korean 
The time-honored 


figure, "drank in every word," best 
expresses the attitude of the congie- 
gatlon toward the sermon. 


While the missionary preached, 1 


watched the people. All except the 
children weie in white. Many of the 
women, who were curtained off from 
the men, had babies on their backs 
or at their b -easts. Some of tie men 
wore the wide, horn spectacles of tho 
Chinese scholar. 
All except the few 


unmarried ones had their hair done 
up in top-knots, with a brain squeez- 
ing black net band around their heads, 
lost wore the horse-hair inner cap, 
The children wore clothes of many 


:olors—pink, yellow and green pre- 
dominating. Candidly, all would have 
ooked better for an application of 
=oap and water: the Korean has not 
et fully learned tho godlessness of 
diit None of the people showed the 
'oreign influence in their clothes, as is 
the case 'in Seoul, where even the top- 


candidates were passed for bap- 
and 11 retained in the catechu- 
class for a while longei 
Just 


dusk a leader went out and 
whistle to summon the village 


to church, and the people laid aside 
their labors and assembled for the 
baptismal service 
This was simple, 


buer and Impressive. I think I shall 
remember tie sight of the procession 
of white-robed villagers with Bibles 
and hymn hooks under their arms, 
filing down the hill from the church at 
sunset 


When we hastened away from the 


village, the 
people 
gathered 
with 


many good wishes. 
The simplicity, 


tnot is beginning to disappear. 
In 


.he latter place I saw'a boy in church 
whose dress consisted ot Japanese 


open-heartedness 
and 
affection 
ot 


these child-like Christians Is really af- 
fecting. Because I was with Mr. Hall 
they considered me a missionary-in- 
law, I suppose, and they sent me off 
with such demonstrations of interest( 
and such repeated benedictions as do 
not often fall to the lot of a journalist. 
It was a new sensation. I really liked 
it so 'that when on the day following, 
a boy carrying on his back two 15- 
foot timbers of telegraph-pole thick- 
ness (a Korean coolie will carry four 
times his weight and six times his 
bull:) stopped me with beaming face 
and squeezed my arm, I took it for 
granted that he had seen me at 
church and I responded with the salu- 
tation 
oE "Peace," which 
I had 


learned. 


As we went on our way from each 


village some of the elders -would ac- 
company us, as the Epheslan elders 
Mcompanled the Apostle Paul. Tho 
custom is an oriental one, as is also 
the constantly repeated salutation of 
"Peace! Peace!" 


Summing up the whole trip, three 


facts especially impressed me. 1. The 
receptivity of the Koreans toward 
Christianity, in eagerness and sinceri- 
ty 
2. The thoroughness of the work 


oE the missionary, and the vigilance 
with which church membership Is 
guarded. 
3. Tho remarkable 
fact 


that the missionary has no time to go 
after people or do any pioneer evan- 
gelistic work; the church is propa- 
gating Itself. Here, in two decades, 
has been created a native church' that 
is wholly self-supporting and self-ex- 
tending. I have no doubt that if the 


pieces a moderate sized potato

Silk should be 
ironed quickly and caiefully, so as 
not to make creases, as it is almost 
Impossible to get thifm out. 


If the waist Is trimmed with lace 


and lace insei lions, gather up the lace 
In the hand, dip the fingeis In some 
starch and put it on the'lace. Squeeze 
out the starch, being very careful that 
It does not touch the silk. 


For the Insertion, spread it out flat 


on the hand and put the starch on it 
evenly with the fingers. Put 
the 


starched parts carefully on each other 
when rolling the waist up in a cloth, 


lionlng the silk gives it a smooth 


and glossy appearance, but should 
the waist get dry'before it is ironed, 
dip It into clean cold water and loll 
In a cloth 
Do not sprinkle water 


over it, as that would make it look 
rough and blotchy when Ironed, When 
the waist Is finished fold it neatly 
without creasing and air it.—Marlon 
Harris Nell in Chicago Inter Ocean.

(1) The bog should be as nearly 


level as it can be made, so as to require 
the least possible amount cf water to 
How it. A bog that can be completely 
covered by a 12-inch head is better than 


le that requires 24, and when the 
ffcrencc in level of an area is live or 
x feet or more it is better lomak< 
ro bogs out of it. that the lower may 
e reflowcd from the upper and less 
hail half the amount of water be re 
uired, 
(2) Make no one bog so large tha 
lore than 3C, hours arc required li 
over completely, and no more than 2 
ours are required to draw the ditcl 
evel. 


(3) Uuild a reservoir or reserve 
oodcd area above the level of th 
ilghcst boff of a scries sufficient to 
lo'.d water enough to flow at least the 
.iflliest bog completely. The import- 
ance of this requirement i.s so fully 
ippreciatcd that miles of ditches have 
been dug in New Jersey to tap streams 
at a higher level, and many acres of 
swamp area have been created by 
raising contour lines to deepen natural 
:jasiii». 
In Massachusetts powerful 


pumps have been installed to pour 
water directly upon the bog or into a 
reservoir above it. 


(4) Adjust bog levels so that the up- 


per one of the scries can be complete- 
ly emptied into the one below, and yet 
have the gates and outlets so adjusted 
that any one bog may be completely 
emptied 
without 
Interfering 
with 


either those above or those below. K 
happens not infrequently 
that one 


bog needs cleaning or other attention 
while others do not. 


(5) There should he a broad, deep, 


marginal ditch between th.: dam and 
the hog or between the bog and up- 
land, and this ditch should be always 
clean and at least parti) full of water. 
Many kinds of insects can be alto- 
gether kept from the bogs in this way, 
while grasshoppers and other insects 
are delayed until they can fly. Then 
they arc feeding on other things, and 
they do not often change the 
habits of their early life. 


(fi) The dams and the edges of the 


uplands should be kept as free as pos- 
sible from 
vegetation that harbors 


cranberry-feeding species. Cranberry 
vines should not be tolerated for an 
instant. Huckleberry bushes arc al- 
most as bad, and these should be 
cleared back for some distance where 
bog and upland join without an inter- 
vening dam. Other heath plants are 
also undesirable and should not be 
allowed too near the bogs nor on the 
dams 


(7) It follows from what has been 


said that the bog itself should be kept 
as free as possible from all plants other 
than vines, certain grasses being cs-
